A DANGEROUS PASTIME. 


While Two ol the Bojs Were "Getting the 


Drop" on E*ch Olher Due of the Qnns 
Was Ulschar^ed, With Oeadly Effect. 


A PRETTY WEDDING, 


EVERETT, November 13. — On last 


Saturday between the hours of 3 and 4 
p. m. Frank May, the fifteen-year-old 
son of George B May, general superin- 
tendent of the Elk Tanning company 
of Everett, Pa., while on a hunting 
expedition with Warren Mills and 
Rjfns Leonard, was instantly killed 
t f young Mills on William Slayman's 
farm, about one mile northeast of 
Everett. 


The facts of the cise, as far as we 


can learn, are as follows: Eirly Sat- 
urday morning the three boys above 
mentioned, with their dogs and a gun 
apiece, started out on a gunning ex- 
pedition. About three o'clock in the 
afternoon they stopped to rest and 
while Mills was sitting on a log and 
May was standing up about eight or 
ten feet from him they commenced to 
play with their guns, pointing at each 
other, to see which one could "get the 
drop" oa the other the quickest, and 
in an irstant Warren's gun was dis 
charged and the entire load of shot 
entered the body of Frank, just below 
the heart, killing him instantly. Mills 
and Leonard were horror-stricken with 
the result of their carelessness and as 
soon as they recovered Mills came to 
town and the first person he went to 
S3e was the father of 
the dead 


boy, 
Mr. May, and told him that he 


had accidentally killed Frank 
Then 


be went and told his father, Alexander 
Mills, who is in the employ of the Elk 
Tanning company, of the accident 
The news soon spread and in a short 
lime afterwards the dead boy's brdy 
was brought hom3 to his grief-stricken 
parents and sister, Miss Georgia. 


Soon after he was brought home 


Coroner Stoner, of Bedford, arrived 
and held an inquest, the following 
Everett gentlemen composing the jury : 
Capt. P. G. Morgart, William Slayman 
W. W. Feight, Henry E^helman, Top 
R. Weimer and Clarence B. Gump 
After hearing the evidence of Mills, 
Leonard and others, the jury returned 
the verdict that Frank May had met 
with death from gunshot wounds from 
a gun in the hinds of Warren Mills, 
and that it was entirely accidental on 
the part of Mills. 


The funeral took place Monday after- 


noon and was largely attended by the 
pupils of the Everett public schools 
and the many frienJs of the bereaved 
family. The services were held in the 
Methodist Episcopal church, of which 
Frank was a member, and the sermon 
was preached by the pastor, Rev 
Richard Hinkle. 


This is one of the saddest affairs that 


bas occurred in Everett for many years 
and the entire town is enshrouied in 
gloom on account of it 
Both families 


are well connected and stand high in 
the community, and they have the 
sympatoy of all in this dark hour of 
trial and bereavement.

Horrible Sights Seen By a Belgian on Htt 


Way To Pekln. 


The London, Eng., Qtobe publishes' a 


letter from a Belgian' who has been 
traveling to Pekin, China, via. the 
Trans-Siberian railroad, describing, 
under date of September 6, what he 
saw in the Amur river. 


"The scenes I have witnessed during 


the three days since the steamer left 
Blagovestehensk," he saya, "are horri- 
ble beyond the powers of description. 
It is the closing tableau of a fearful 
human tragedy. Two thousand were 
deliberately drowned at Morxo, two 
thousand at Rabe and eight thousand 
around Blagovestehensk, a total of 
twelve thousand corpses encumbering 
the river, among which were thous- 
ands of women and children. 


"Navigation was all but impossible. 


Last week a boat had to plough her 
way through a tangled and mangled 
mass of corpses, lashed together by 
long hair. The banks were literally 
covered with corpses. In the curves 
of the 
stream 
were dark, putrid, 


smelling masses of human flesh and 
bone, surging and swaying in the 
stream's wake and wash. The captain 
vainly ordered full speed ahead. 
The 


sight and smell will be ever with us. 


"From Blagovestchensk to Aignn, 


forty-five kilometers, numerous villa- 
ges studded the bank, with a thriving, 
industrious population of over 100,000. 
That of Aigun was 20,000. No one will 
ever know the number of those who 
perished by shot, sword and stream. 
Net a village is left. The silence of 
death was around us, the smoking 
ruins of Aigun on tha right, with 
broken down, crumbling walls and 
shattered, roofless houses." 


Dead Letter Office. 


The annual report of the superinten- 


dent of the dead letter office at Wash- 
ington shows the large increase of total 
receiptsof undelivered mail matter over 
the previous year of nearly 10 per cent. 
The number of pieces of matter receiv- 
ed from all sources was 7,536,153, 
againstO,855,983 for the preceding year. 
Letters and parcels held for postage 
numbered 144,611 and the misdirected 
422,793 
Nearly 35,000 letters were re- 


ceived which bore no address whatever. 
The letters addressed to the guests of 
hotels and undelivered numbered 269,- 
Ci4 
The total number of unclaimed 


parcels of all descriptions was 180,914 
There were 600,401 pieces of mail mat- 
ter addressed to foreign countries and 
returned from there as undeliverable. 
Thenumberof letters and parcels open- 
ed was 6,676 003, an increase over the 
preceding year of OK per cent. There 
were 50,583 letters containing an aggre- 
gate of 844,140, and letters containing 
drafts, notes, money orders, &c., of the 
face value of 31,136,645 
Foreign let- 


ters and parcels found undeliverablf 
and returned to countries of origin 
numbered 606,412.

It is now practically admitted by 


Republicans that the talk, previous to 
the election, of a repeal of the war 
taxes was nothing more than a cam- 
paign bluff.

man sincerely believe that the contest 
was fought and the victory won on 
these vital issaes, on these vital prin- 
ciples? No. It is an open, notorious 
iactthat our opponents ignored and 
disguised these issues and appealed to 
the pocket and the stomach instead of 
the heart and the brain of the electors 
—and the pocket and the stomach won. 


Imperialism—and all the dangers 


and evils that do accompany or flow 
from this doctrine—was the vital issue. 
It remains the vital issue, and must 
and will be decided. la theheartsand 
the brains of the people of this coun- 
try "taxation without representation" 
is as much a wrong to-day as it was 
one hundred years ago. "This country 
cannot be part free and part slave" is 
as true to-day as when Lincoln enunci- 
ated tbe great truth. "If there be one 
lesson which history clearly teaches it 
is this, that free nations cannot gov- 
ern subject provinces. If they are 
•unable or unwilling to admit their de- 
pendencies to share their own Consti- 
tution, the Constitution itself will fall 
in pieces from sheer incompetence for 
its duties" is as true with regard to the 
United States as it was true as written 
in regard to the Romans by James An- 
thony Froude in his biography of Ju 
lius Cfflsar. The Bepublican party, its 
platform, its press, its leaders and 
orators refused to meet this issue. In 
its place, and, because the people have 
been taught to believe that "all things 
are fair in love, war and politics," 
they made the full pocket and "the 
lull dinner pail" the all-important 
issue, and Capital and Labor blindly 
followed the siren call.

the United States 


At Mercersburg a few days ago Sarah 


Salome Keil Memorial Hall, erected at 
a cost of 345,000, was dedicated. The 
hall is named after the mother of 
Jacob T Keil, of Pittsburg, who pre- 
sented it to his alma mater, Mercers- 
burg Academy, in memory of his motti- 
er. The hall is built of brick and 
trimmed in colonial style with Warsaw 
blue stone. It contains 20 rooms. 


The interior of the dining room is 


finished in 
Baronial 
Gothic style. 


Joseph M. Huston, who designed the 
Court of Honor at the Philadelphia 
Peace Jubilee, in ISOS.was the designer. 
The elaborate wood carvings, with the 
exception of that over the fire-place, 
were made by William Russell, of Phil- 
adelphia 
The frescoing, silk curtains, 


stained glass windows, mosaics, memo- 
rial tablets, etch plates and irons and 
other hearth fixtures are the creation 
of Tiffany & Co , New York, and nearly 
all were designed by their head artist, 
R T. de Quelin. The boar panel was 
modeled in plaster by A G. Calder, of 
Philadelphia. Mr Calder received hon- 
orable mentioa at the Paris exposition 
for his "Narcissus.'' 


The arms in the fragile glass mosaic 


in tbe hearth are those of Gin. Hugh 
Mercer, the patron saint of Mei cere- 
burg Academy and a-member of Gen. 
George Washington's staff. 
At the 


battle of Princeton he gave bis life for 
his country. 
The arms of his alma 


mater, the 
University of Aberdeen 


appear on the right side of the mantel , 
The mantel at the northern end of the 
dining room is the gift of Mrs. J. T. 
Keil. It has been said it is the largest 
carved mantel in America. The "Boar 
Hunt" panel was three months in carv- 
ing. 
The scene is in an old oak 


forest at sunset 
The two hunters are 


in Elizabethan dress 
The symbolism 


of the panel is the advantage of edu 
cation—the young lord of the manor 
enjoys the opportunity of spearing 
the boar while his unlettered valet is 
discomfited by beiug unhorsed. 


The carved sh'elds of sixteen leading 


European universities which appear on 
tbe pilasters are a notable collection. 
They cannot be matched on this side 
of the Atlantic.

In reply to a reporter's query, "What 


should the Democratic party do now ?" 
Admiral 
Dewey said: "I'm not a 


politician. I should think anyone else 
could give a better answer than I. I 
am out of politics definitely. In a mo- 
ment of weakness I said I was willing 
to be a presidential candidate if the 
people wanted me, but I thank God I 
was not wanted. I once said that the 
president's sole duty was lo execute the 
laws, but I have changed my mind. 
The president obviously has to formu- 
late policies, and is not merely a min 
isterial officer. 
I am not disposed to 


make suggestions for the guidance of 
any party, for while I explained when 
I was asked some months ago as to my 
politics that I was a Democrat, I am 
not a partisan. I am a naval officer, 
and if we have war again, which I hope 
we will not, I shall ask the administra- 
tion in power for a chance to do my 
duty at the front. 


"One 
thing I can say, and it is this: 


We should retain tbe Philippines until 
they are capable of self-government. 
We have a duty to perform and we 
must meet it. 


"As for specific policies 1 care to say 


nothing. You may recall when I was 
pressed some months ago to state my 
platform 1 said it was the Constitution 
of the United States and tbe Declara- 
tion of Independence. On the eve of 
the election Mr. Bryan said the same 
thing. The administration laughed, 
but yon see the first thing I said was 
the last thing Mr. Bryan said. 


"I see the so-called meat trust is 


said to have raised the price of meat. 
I wonder if that can be so. 
Where 


will it all end ? It is a great problem. 


"As the Philippine question is the 


only phase of the Democratic party 
platform you care to refer to, how can 
peace be secured?" the admiral was 
asked. 


'When 1 left there 15 months ago I 


thought the trouble was practically 
over or I should have remained," he 
replied. "The business men of Ma- 
nila, and so far as I could Sad, the 
business men of the archipelago, would 
at that time, in my judgment, have 
come under our government. I regret 
to hear of the loss of the lives of so 
many of our young men. 
Something 


to stop the bloodshed should be done, 
It was to bring about that result that 
I recommended the appointment of the 
first civilian commission."

The last fifteen or twenty years there 


has been noticed a great tendency to- 
ward the conceutration of wealth, 
which is formed into what we call 
"trusts antcombines," Trusts are or- 
gan'zations formed for the purpose of 
controlling the supply and p'ice of 
commodities 
All will agree that 


trusts are a great evil, but when we 
come to prescribe a remedy, the doctors 
disagree. 


I believe that in this question is in- 


volved tbe safety of onr republic and 
the perpetuity oC human liberty. 
First, we must know the causa and 
destroy it, and we will have no need of 
a cure. 
You cannot destroy "toad 


stools'' unless you destroy the old logs 
in which they grow, and so it is with 
the trusts. I believe that one of the 
first causes of trusts is the unwisely 
adjusted tariff laws. 


We are told, and we believe, that 


"tariff is the mother of trusts" because, 
to-day, more than four hundred differ- 
ent articles are protected by a tariff of 
60 per cent, and it is a fact that as soon 
as congress attempts to pass a high 
tariff bill quite a number of manufac- 
tories are established to manufacture 
those highly protected articles and as 
a result of this we have overproduc- 
tion, then instead of engaging in com- 
petition, they form into a trust in 
order to control tbe price of those arti- 
cles, and the consumers are bound to 
pay the price. 


This overproduction in some states 


is causing a rapid decline in the con- 
sumption of these articles because 
people cannot pay trust prices. It is 
astonishing when we think that to-day 
one-fourth of the manufacturing cap- 
ital is controlled by the trusts, and 
again, in 1398 and 1899, 503 trusts were 
formed with a capital of $8,000,000,000. 


Competition is the life of industry, 


and by the trusts this is rendered im- 
possible. The "patent monopolies," 
which are formed by privileges to the 
inventor, also hold sway. Land mo- 
nopolies, which can be cured by the 
"single tax," are doing their share of 
mischief, because most of the wire, 
iron, coal and copper trusts own the 
land from which they get their metal 
and material 
And it is clearly seen 


that the railroad monopolies are grasp- 
ing at every straw to save themselves 
from evan'bearing their just share of 
taxation. 


In New York, where the rate of tax- 


ation is from 2 to V/i per cent., we 
find the railroads paying not more than 


4-10 of one per cent. Thus we find the 
people able to pay their taxes hiding 
behind special privileges given them 
by legislation. 


In 1873 a law was passed by the state 


of Pennsylvania, saying that all rail- 
roads should be common carriers, but 
they shall not, directly or indirectly, 
prosecute or engage in mining or man-

The formation of the agricultural im- 


plement trust is openly announced. 
After January 1, 1901, every piece of 
machinery u=ed by the farmer must be 
purchased at trust prices. 


Every factory in the country has 


been captured, together with all the 
rights and patents. A number of fac- 
tories are to be shut down and prices 
of agricultural implements are to be 
braced up. 


Thousands of traveling men and 


agents in charge of agricultural imple- 
ment depots have received notice to 
look for other employment, that by 
March firstnone of their services would 
be needed. 


Tbe trust schedules of prices are 


being arranged now and will go into 
effect after the big monopoly takes 
hold. 


Nearly all the big implement firms 


of the country have agreed to pool 
their issues iu the trust. It means 
that every piece of machinery, plow, 
harrow, roller, pick, shovel, hoe, rake, 
scythe, etc., must 
be 
purchased 


through the trust at trust prices 
There will be no remedy. It will be a 
case of stand and deliver. 


u factoring any articles for transporta- 
tion over their roads, and we know 
thatin th°. anthracite and bituminous 
coal regions they are doing this, run- 
ning rough-shod over the Constitution 
of the state. One man has said, "Give 
me the road over which you go to 
market and I will make yon my slave." 
The railroads have proved this, over 
and over. 
Again we know that these 


railroads have violated tha Constitu- 
tion by making discriminations 
to 


favored shippers. 
When the Standard 


Oil company bought the Empire Trans- 
portation company out, they went to 
the Pennsylvania railroad and said 
that they wanted lower rates for ship- 
ping and also arranged with them to 
.exclude other small refineries from 
shipping. The agreement was made 
and when the other small oil compa- 
nies wanted to ship their oil they were 
refused. 
They said again: "If we 


pay yon as much as other companies do 
and ship as much can we ship over your 
lines?" "The answer was no; and 
yet when it is a penitentiary act to 
make these discriminations, yet the at- 
torney general could find no law 
whereby to bring these great crim- 
inals 
to justice, 
simply 
because 


these officials are railroad men or 
else paid to keep quiet. 


One man even testified upon the 


witness stand that in one year he paid 
out in rebates to favorite shippers 
87,000,000, yet he went unpunished. 


And while to-day the railroads rep- 


resent a capital of $11,000,000.000 and 
increasing all the time, yet it seems as 
though congress has no power to re- 
strict them in their robbery. 


To-day the Rothschilds, through 


their agent, J. P. Morgan, of New 
York, control nearly one-third of the 
railroads 
of 
the 
United 
States. 


These people elect senators, appoint 
supreme court judges and 
control 


legislation, and unless the people get 
control of this monster of combines 
they are doomed. 
They have even 


defied the Interstate Commerce laws 
and snap their fingers at them. 


Now, is there not enough strength 


in this American government to wipe 
out the evils of such organized bodies 
of men ? 


God grant that another Abraham Lin- 


.coln shall come from the west and do for 
human liberty what he did for chattel 
slavery. 


Less than thirty-five thousand men 


to-day own more than half the na- 
tion's wealth; and we know that com- 
ing events do cist their shadows be- 
fore them, and therefore something 
must be done. 


The people must control these com- 


bines, or the combines will control 
them I believe the government should 
control the railroads. This would de- 
stroy the railroad monopoly. Fifty- 
four governments of the world own 
their railroads and more nations are 
preparing to do so. Germany has the 
finest railroad system in the world 
and accommodates all classes of people 
by it, and in the year 1903 Switzerland 
will have a clear title to all the rail- 
roads in her dominion. Thus I think 
it behooves tbe American people to 
rise in their strength and put down 
these combines.

scribed by Kansas Farmer as an im- 
provement by Judge. 'Wellhouse, a fa- 
miliar authority in fruit circles, on an- 
other western man's invention. It will 
hold a half bushel of apples aiid is car

rled in front of the picker, being sus- 
pended from his shoulders by straps. 
The body of the sack is made by cut- 
ting heavy cotton two bushel grain 
sacks in such a way that the flap 
hanging below in the illustration (Fig. 
1) is cut opposite to a similar flap, 
thus making two of these picking 
sacks from one two bushel sack. A 
heavy steel wire curled into a hook at 
each end is sewed around the mouth 
of the sack, excepting that the space 
between the hooks shown as corning 
against the picker's body Is left va- 
cant, there being nothing between the 
hooks but the cloth of the sack. 


The suspenders are fastened perma- 


nently at the back and are crossed on 
the individual's back, brought over the 
shoulders, and each has a ring in the 
end which is hooked into the curved 
wire, as shown, thus suspending the 
sack to the picker. The bottom of the 
sack as shown in Fig. 1 is open and 
contains two rings at the bottom. 
These rings are connected when iu use 
to hooks at upper front rim of the 
sack, as shown in Fig. 2, where the 
picking sack is ready for business. 
When full, the picker lowers the sack 
Into the box or barrel, unhooks the nap, 
and the apples gently slide from the 
bottom of the sack into the package, 
thus preventing all bruises. President 
Wellhouse has made 27 of these sacks 
1 or use this year. 


GRASS CULTURE. 


Point* In tlie Clr.rk Jleflinfl of M«*- 


|HB Five Toil* l=er A«re. 


George M. Clark's notable plan for 


growing grass is again reviewed in 
Eural New Yorker, such great interest 
has it excited. . It is summed up as 
"perfect preparation, heavy seeding 
and full feeding." The object of the 
preparation is by repeated workings to 
make the soil so loose and mellow that 
the ling seeds will surely sprout and 
grow. As to seeding, The Eural says: 
Having given this perfect fitting of the 
ground, the next point of Mr. Clark's 
system is to seed heavily to grass 
alone. The old idea was that grass re- 
quired a nurse crop, such as rye or 
wheat. 
When grain and grass are 


sown together, a year is lost in getting 
a crop of hay, while the yield is cut 
down at least one-half of what it might 
have been if the grass had been seeded 
alone. Mr. Clark sent us the grass cut 
from one square foot of ground. There 
were 341 separate plants. This means 
14.853,900 plants on an acre. Take a 
field seeded with grain, and after the 
grain has been cut you will find where 
every grain plant stood a bare spot as 
large as your hand or larger. Every 
one of these spots ought to contain 25 
or more grass plants if you are to have 
the average found in Mr. Clark's fleld. 
Such a yield is only possible when ev- 
ery square inch of the surface of the 
meadow has its stand of grass. In or- 
.der to obtain this thick seeding Mr. 
Clark uses 14 quarts each of redtop 
and timothy and four quarts of red 
clover per acre. 


This seeding is done in what many 


farmers would call a slow and tedious 
•way. Only one kind of seed is sown at 
a time, and in order 10 obtain a greater 
accuracy Mr. Clark sows the field twice 
over to" each kind of seed, lie uses 
two lines, which are pulled across the 
fleld, so that nai.jw strips of accurate 
size are seeded one at a time. For ex- 
ample, seven quarts of timothy seed 
are divided accurately into CO parts. 
The lines are drawn across the field di- 
vided into spaces of two square rods. 
One part of the timothy seed will be 
scattered evenly over each space, the 
fertilizer being applied in the same 
way. and also tbe redtop seed. When 
the field has been once gone over in 
this way, the lines are changed so as to 
run the opposite way of the field, aud 
the same process is carried out with 
the remainder of tbe seed. The fleld is 
then worked over eight times with a 
specially designed fine tooth harrow. 
This is worked right aud left diagonal- 
ly -across the field until the seed is all 
pe:

Mr. Clark does not consider that sta- 


ble manure is suited to the grass crop, 
lie thinks that the clumps of manure 
arc sure to kill out more or less of the 
grass. Every fall tbe field is clipped 
and the waste grass raked off so as to 
leave no harbor for mice. Fine and 
soluble fertilizers are used. 
The fol- 


lowing mixture will about duplicate 
tbe special brand used by Mr. Clark: 
Four hundred pounds of nitrate of so- 
da, 400 pounds of muriate of potash 
and 1,200 pounds of fine ground bone. 
Mr. Clark uses about 800 pounds of 
this m'.=luiu per acre. It Is applied at 
seeding time, being spread with tho 
seed aud harrowed 
thoroughly in 


About the same quantity is used each 
following year—spread on the sod- 
part after cutting aud part the follow- 
ing spring.

out the vessel, thus rendering them 
more than ever liable lo suffocate the 
men below in battle, while iu others the 
supply was obtained through armored 
cylinders and forced out through the 
turrets. 


It was in the early ironclads that a

Before INIM) it was the general cus- 


tom for the stale legislatures to choose 
the electors, mid it was not until 1S2S 
that presidential electors were chosen 
In nearly all the states by popular vote.

There Is nothing 
In the constitution to prevent any state

ing by keeping a ladies' school, and 
once or twice her reprobate husband 
had turned up Iu an Intoxicated condi- 
tion and raised a commotion that had 
scandalized her pupils. The ill sorted 
pair were, therefore, not brought into 
communication.

the workhouse. He remained there till 
his death, whereupon, having left no 
will, the money he had scorued to use 
passed to his wife.—Casseil's Saturday 
Journal.

SHOOTING IN SCOTLAND. 


An Immense Slim Expended Annnol- 


ly In TliiH Form of Sport. 


As to ihe sums speut on shooting 


in Scotland, so large is the total that 
it is a difficult matter to arrive even 
at an approximate estimate. In Perth- 
shire alone there arc 40.~> shootings, of 
which aboil! I'onr-liftbs are let to ten- 
ants and • bring m about £130.000 a 
year, or an average of £-400 a year, 
which seems about a fair estimate i! 
it be borne In mind that this is an ex- 
pensive country and that 50 of its best 
shootings bring £35,000, or sin average 
of 1700 a year. In the whole of Scot- 
land there are about 4.000 shootings, 
and as each ol' them must at least em- 
ploy one keeper and one gillie during 
the shooting season some estimate 
may be formed of the money expended 
in 'wages and the number of people 
employed. 


In the deer forests and on the larger 


shootings there will often be from four 
to six men permanently engaged aud 
from six to eight others working for 
the shooting season only . In a well 
known foivsi where 1 once spent many 
pleasant days there were three for- 
esters, three gillies and three pony men 
out each day. Oil the grouse ground 
there were Ibree keepers, with three 
nnderkeepers. a kennel man and two 
carriers going lo aud from the nearest 
railway station, a total of IS men and 
flve horses, not to mention the ponies 
kept for riding into the forest aud 
those kepi to carry grouse panniers. 
On this property three rifles could stalk 
each day. while three other parties of 
two each could shoot grouse, or the 
six could combine for driving.—Cham- 
bers' Journal

An Ordinance 


To provide for inspecting and licensing 
Telegraph, Telephone and Electric Light 
poles and wires, now erected or hereafter 
to be erected and maintained within the 
Borough of Mann's Choice, and providing 
penalties for the neglect or refusal to pay 
said license. 


Be it ordained and enactel by the Chief 


Burgess and Town Council of the Borough 
o£ Mann's Choice, Bedford County, Penn- 
sylvania, and it is herebv ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same: 


Section 1. That it shall be the duty of 


the Chief of Police or such other officer as 
the Chief Burgess and Town Council may 
designate, on the first day of January, 
April, July and October, of each year, to 
inspect all telegraph, telephone aud electric 
light poles and wires within the limits of

light poles and wires within the limits of 
said Borough of Mann's Choice is hereby 
required to pay annually, the first year to 
begin when this ordinance shall take effect, 
to the Borough Treasurer, on the first day 
of June of each and every year, a license 
fee of one dollar upon each pole so erected 
and maintained and an annual license fee 
of fifty cents upon each and every mile of 
wire so erected and maintained. 


Section 3 That if any ot the Companies 


aforesaid shall neglect or r-fuae to pay the 
license fees as hereinbefore provided, when 
the same is or are due and payable, which 
time shall be the first day of June of each 
and every year, such Company shall be 
liable *o a penalty of one dollar upon each 
and every pole erected and maintained 
within the said Borough, not licensed as ' 
aforesaid, and the said penalties together 
with the license fee or fees shall be collect- 1 
ed as the law provides

such other arrangements made as will be 
approved, otherwise tbe property will be 
immediately put up and sold at the risk and 
expense of the person to whom it was first 
sold, and, in case of deficiency, at such re- 
sale, shall make good tbe same, and in DO 
instance will the deed be presented to the 
court for confirmation unless the money is 
actually paid to the sheriff. Purchasers 
who are hen creditors, must procure a cer- 
tified list of liens for the sheriff, in order to 
apply the amount of bids or any part there- 
of oil their liens.
